“These three great conflicts ex­ 
emplify the lesson of history that 
cruses sometimes come that only an 
appeal to arms can settle. We have 
not yet reached the stage where the 
element of force can be safely ban­ 
ished from consideration. 
Spirits Call" 
“The Spirit of those who fell calls 
to us across the world: ‘Do you not 
remember our sacrifice? Have you 
fcrgotten the crime and the folly 
that led to our massacre? We died— 
though we loved life—believing that 
the youngsters who came after us 
would find a better kind of world.

“Something is being done about it 
Scott concluded. It Is a better world.
